Last n ight the matter was bro u ght 
u p by Nice who said : ‘‘I wo u ld lik e to 
k n o w who is resp o n sible fo r the en ­ 
fo rcemen t o f the street railway fran ­ 
chise, an d wo u ld lik e to hav e the o p in ­ 
io n o f the so licito r o n the q u estio n .” 
So licito r Gasto n said it was the d u ty 
o f the may o r as he was the ex ecu ­ 
tiv e o fficer o f the city , an d that he 
co u ld fin d n o law mak in g It en cu m­ 
ben t o n co u n cil to en fo rce an y law 
they hav e p ^sed ..

Opera House is a total ruin except 
for its staunch outer walls. A display 
of coolness perhaps never w itnesser 
before under such trying conditions 
prevented its loss from being attend 
ed by a fearful catastrophe. 
The 
play set for the night was “Ham let," 
by the E. H. Sothern company. 
The 
house was packed by a brilliant audi­ 
ence. 
Many ladies w ithout escorts 
were present. 
The first act bad been 
finished, and in the second Mr. Soth- 
ern, acting the part of Ham let, had 
spoken but a few lines when a slight 
disturbance was 
observed 
in 
the 
fourth ro\y of seats from the orches­ 
tra, near the center aisle. 
It was 
caused by a slight issue of smoke at 
that point. 
An usher went down the 
aisle aud quietly asked the people to 
be seated, saying there was nothing 
wroug. 
Mr. Sothern at this point 
stepped to the front of the stage and 
also assured the audience th at every­ 
thing was right. 
To further remove 
apprehension, 
Mr. 
Sothern resumed 
his part, but before be bad spoken 
two lines the smoke issued in such 
volumes that tiiere w as a spontane­ 
ous movement of the people iii its 
vicinity. 
W ithout further order or 
suggestion or advice, 
the 
audience 
left the theater quietly. 
Some of the audience w ere helped 
onto the stage by some members of 
the company aud thus got out. 
It appeared th at 
the 
fire likely 
started from the furnace underneath 
the orchestra.

Jan. 23.—Busine.ss in 
the house was laid aside out of rt* 
spect for Queen 
Victoria’s nuMiiory. 
Mr. Hitt, cljairiuan of tiie coiniuiitce 
on foreign atfairs, while the session 
was proceeding, olfered the lollownig 
resolution: 
R esolved, That the house of repre­ 
sentatives of tlie United States 
ot 
America has learned with prolound 
sorrow of the death of her majesty, 
Queen Victoria, ana synipatiiizes with 
her people in the loss of their beloved 
sovereign. 
That the president be re­ 
quested to communicate this expres­ 
sion of the sentiment of the house to 
the governiueiit 
of 
Hreat 
Britain. 
That as a further mark of respect to 
the memory of Queen 
Victoria the 
house do now adjourn. 
The reading of the resolution was 
listened to with imiiressive 
silence. 
Mr. H itt stated very briefly this reso­ 
lution followed the precedents in sim­ 
ilar cases. 
It was, he said, copied 
almost literally from the resolution 
adopted upon the occasion 
of 
the 
death of the president of the French 
republic, and followed the expressiou 
adopted upon the death of the czar 
of R ikssia. 
The resolution w'as unan­ 
imously adopted and the house stood 
adjourned until noon today. 


Senate A lso Adopted R esolutions. 
In the senate, after the executive 
session, Mr. Allison offered the fol- 
lowiii4f resolution In open session: 
“ That the death of her royal and 
Imperial majesty, Victoria, of noble 
virtues and great renown, is sincerely 
deplored by the senate of the United 
States of America.” 
The resolution was adopted unani­ 
mously. 
Later on Mr. Allison then offered 
the following resolution with refer 
enee to that passed earlier in the day 
death of Queen Victoria: 
“ That the |)resident pro tern, of the 
senate cause to be convt*v(‘d to the 
prime minister of (Jreat* Britain a 
suitably engrossed copy of the fore­ 
going resolution.” 
It w'as agreed to. 
VV hether there w ill be commemora­ 
tive exercises similar to those held in 
Washington after the death of the 
Empress of Austria and the King of 
Italy, will depend upon the instruc­ 
tions issu(Hl from London. 
In any 
event. Lord Pauncefote 
and

about him are withdrawm for some 
time from participation in the social 
and official affairs at the capital. 
The Herman embassy shares in the

added sentiment of bereavement in 
the fact that tJinperor W illiam Is the 
grandson of the dead queen.

Dr. von Holle- 
beu, gave expression to his deep grief 
and paid a tribute of respect and ad­

Congress Shows Respect For 
Queen’s Memory. 


OFFICIIL MESSAGES WERE SENT. 


Flag Half-Mast**ti at White House aud od 


Government. Hut tilings— S o m e 
Cabinet 


Officer*! 
Late Queen In Juter- 


k view#— In New York aud Other maces 


Washington, Jan. 23.—Business in 
the house was laid aside out of re 
spent tor Queen Victoria’s memory. 
Mr. Hitt, chairman of Hie committee 
□ii foreign affairs, while the session 
was proceeding, offered the following 
resolution; 
Resolved, That the house of repre­ 
sentatives of the United States 
of 
America has learned with profound 
sorrow of the death of her majesty, 
Queen Victoria, and sympathizes with 
her people in the loss of their beloved 
sovereign. 
That the president be re­ 
quested to communicate this expres­ 
sion of the sentiment of the house to 
the government 
of 
Great 
Britain. 
That as a further mark of respect to 
the memory of Queen Victoria the 
house do now adjourn. 
The reading of the resolution was 
listened to with impressive 
silence. 
Mr. Hitt stated very briefly this reso­ 
lution followed the precedents in sim­ 
ilar cases. 
It was, he said, copied 
almost literally from the resolution 
adopted upon the occasion 
of 
the 
death of the president of the French 
republic, and followed the expression 
adopted upon the death of the czar 
of Russia. 
The resolution was unan­ 
imously adopted and the house stood 
adjourned until noon today. 
Senate Also Adopted Resolutions. 
In the senate, after the executive 
session, Mr. Allison offered the fol­ 
lowing resolution in open session: 
That the death of her royal and 
Imperial majesty, Victoria, of noble 
virtues and great renown, is sincerely 
deplored by the senate of the United 
States of America.” 
The resolution was adopted unani­ 
mously. 
Later on Mr. Allison then offered 
the following resolution with refer 
ence to that passed earlier in the day 
upon the death of Queen Victoria: 
“That the president pro tem. of the 
senate cause to be conveyed to the 
prime minister of Great* Britain a 
suitably engrossed copy of the fore­ 
going resolution.” 
It was agreed to. 
VV hether there will be commemora­ 
tive exercises similar to those held in 
Washington after the death of the 
Empress of Austria and the King of 
Italy, will depend upon the instruc­ 
tions issued from London. 
In any 
event. Lord Pauncefote 
and 
those 
about him are withdrawn for some 
time from participation in the social 
officiaI affairs at the capital. 
The German embassy shares in the 
universal sorrow, 
and 
there is an 
added sentiment of bereavement in 
the fact that Emperor William is the 
grandson of the dead queen. 
The 
German ambassador, Dr. von Holle- 
ben. gave expression to his deep grief 
and paid a tribute of respect and ad­ 
miration for the noble life and the 
illustrious reign 
of 
the 
departed 
queen. 


Personal Affliction to Lord Pauncefote. 
Lord Pauncefote had expected that 
the end could not be long deferred, 
and had been prepared for the sad 
intelligence that the queen was no 
more, but it came to him almost as 
a personal affliction, for it was only 
a few months ago that he was the 
guest of the queen at Osborne, at the 
time of his elevation to the ffeerage. 
Secretary Hay, upon being assured 
through the physician’s cert!Acate, as 
furnished 
him 
by 
the 
Associated 
Press of the demise of Queen Vic­ 
toria, promptly cabled the following 
message to Ambassador Choate 
at 
London: 
“Department of State,

“Jan. 22, 1901. 
Choate, Ambassador, London. 
“You will express to Lord Lans­ 
downe the profound sorrow of the 
government and people of the United 
States at the death of the queen and 
the deep sympathy we feel with the 
people of the British empire in their 
great affliction. 
“J °hn Hay.” 
While the cabinet was in session 
the president and his advisers were in 
receipt from time to time of all the 
news 
which 
came 
from 
Osborne 
house, so when the end came later 
messages of condolence were p^nt and 
orders given looking to the half mast­ 
ing of the flags over the executive 
departments and the carrying out of 
formalities. The half masting of the 
national ensign was an unusual trib- 
m J°« 
e r ieraory of the deceased 
sovereign. 
It is said that this has 
rarely on the occasion of 
ma m aori] of soma 
a n a t world’s 


ruler, but never before' lh the case 
of the death of a monarch. 


Official Mesaage by President McKinley. 
President McKinley sent the fol­ 
lowing message of condolence to Kine 
Edward VII.:

“The American people will deeply 
and sincerely sympathize with their 
kinsmen across the sen in their irre­ 
parable loss of a devoted sovereign 
whose pure and gracious personality 
and illustrious reign have so abun­ 
dantly blesed the people of her great 
dominion, and which have contributed 
so effectively to Christian civilization 
In every quarter of the world.” 
Postmaster General Smith express­ 


ed 
his 
sympathy In the following 
statement: 
“She has been a model queen and a 
model woman, and her death will be 
a source of sorrow throughout 
the 
world.** 
Secretary 
of 
Agriculture 
Wilson 
said: 
“She has been a good, exemplary, 
Christian woman, and one of the wls 
est rulers Great Britain has had.” 
universal and sincere. 
All the am­ 
bassadors, ministers and their suites 
took early occasion, after receiving 
word of the queen’s death, to call at 
the British embassy and leave their 
cards. 
Lord Pauncefote saw only a 
few of his most intimate associates, 
and received from them personal ex 
pressions of condolence. 
Secretary of State Hay, on being 
Informed of the queen’s death, de­ 
clined to make a statement for pub­ 
lication on the ground that being un­ 
der obligation to send an official mes­ 
sage to the British government on the 
subject, he did not feel called upon 
to make a further supplementary pri 
vate statement. 
Attorney General Griggs said: 
“Hers has been a noble life. Wheth­ 
er she bas been greater as a queen 
or as a woman is hard to say. 
Her 
good influence upon society and indi 
vidual character is beyond estimate 
or calculation. It is a rare thing that 
the personal worth of a royal person­ 
age equals In public estimation the 
reputation that attaches to the royal 
office, bnf great as has been the glory 
of her political 
reign her personal 
sway over the manners, the morals 
and the hearts of men and women 
of all nations has given her a world­ 
wide 
dominion and brings for lier 
death an extent of profound sorrow 
and mourning which comprehends the 
whole civilized world.” 


Tribute of Secretary Gage* 
Secretary Gage said: 
“The death of England’s well loved 
queen closes the happiest period in 
all her country’s existence. 
Victoria 
was by force of character conspicu­ 
ous in molding the life and tendencies 
of the English 
people 
during her 
reign. She will be venerated by them 
because 
of 
her 
personal qualities, 
purity of mind and integrity of char­ 
acter. 
She 
was 
endowed with a 
clear 
and 
independent 
judgment, 
which early won the profound respect 
of her official advisers and the love 
of her countrymen. This respect and 
love have Increased as the years have 
gone by. 
A sovereign 
under 
the 
theory of Divine right she was In re­ 
ality the head of a highly democratic 
state. 
Her sympathies were toward 
the people. 
The 
people recognized 
the fact and repaid her with a gen­ 
erous and loving confidence. 
To few 
on earth has it been given so to guide 
the unfolding destinies of a mighty 
nation. 
She will live in the hearts 
of the people wherever the English 
tongue Is spoken, as a good woman. 
a wise ruler and a worthy exemplar 
of all who may he clothed with po­ 
litical responsibility, whether under 
the democratic or aristocratic forms 
of government. The greatest laureate 
of her reign might well have had her 
In mind when he wrote: 
“ ’’Tis only noble to be good,

FLAGS WEREHALF-MASTED 


Respect Shown In New York— Prince of 


Wales Replied to American 


Salvationist*. 
New York, Jan. 23.—The Aret ap­ 
parent effect in New York city of the 
cablegram irorn England announcing 
the death of Queen Victoria was in 
the almost instant lowering of flags 
to half m ast 
That of the British 


consulate Went down and announce 
meut was immeulately made at the 
consulate that tile office would be 
closed for the time being for all hut 
the most urgent business. 
As the news of the death quickly 
spread flags over the city began to 
he lowered. 
This was particular!\ 
true with regard to the flnaneial dis 
trict, where every business house or 
building had its hunting ready. Wall 
street and its adjacent thoroughfare'4 
were soon giving 
silent 
intimation 
that one of the world’s most notable 
personages had passed away. 
Trin­ 
ity church, at the head of Wall street. 
took note of the event by the tolling 
of its hell, and possibly the first of 
the United States officials to take 
cognizance ot the 
passing of Eng 
land’s monarch was the sub-treasurer 
of the United States, who. as soon 
as he received 
notice, lowered th*' 
flag of the sub treasury building. 
In no part of the city was respect 
for the memory of Queen Victoria 
more quickly shown than in the wa 
tors of the port of New York. Steam­ 
ers and sailing 
vessels 
living the 
British flag were not alone* in their 
manifestations of honor to the mem­ 
ory of the dead queen. United States 
flags over ferry houses, schooners and 
tugs in the East and North rivers 
and lying at docks over on the Jersey 
shore all brought the emblem down, 
and by this means the news was con­ 
veyed to thousands who were on the 
lookout for the signal. 
Sir Percy Sanderson, 
the 
British 
consul general, upon receipt of the 
news of the death at once withdrew 
to his private office and denied him-, 
self to all callers. 
The flags of Russia, Austria, Mex­ 
ico. France, Germany, Italy and other 
nations were half masted at the vari­ 
ous foreign consulates and steamship 
offices on Bowling Green and lower 
Broadway. 
All of the British 
societies have 
gone into mourning and many per­ 
sons and mourning bands upon their 
lleeves. 
At the Robert Buras celebration, in 
connection with the New York Scot­ 
tish society, Rev. Dr. Donald Sage 
Mackay, of the Fifth 
Avenue Col­ 
legiate church, before his address on 
“The Memory of Burns,” paid tribute 
to the memory of Queen Victoria. 
A cablegram 
was sent from the 
headquarters of the American Salva­ 
tionists in this city: 
“His Royal Highness, the Prince of 
Wales, Osborne. 
“On behalf of the American Salva­ 
tionists we assure your royal high 
bess and members of flip royal fam­ 
ily of our profoundest sympathy and 
prayers. 
“Frederick and Emma Booth-Tucker.” 
The reply received reads; 
“The Prince of Wales thanks Amor

Queen Victoria, aud sympathizes with 
her people in the loss of their beloved 
sovereigu. 
That the president he re­ 
quested to communicate this expres­ 
sion of the sentiment of the house to

Britain. 
That as a further mark of respect to 
the memory of Queen Victoria the 
house do now adjourn. 
The reading of the resolution was 
listened to with impressive 
silence. 
Mr. H itt stated very briefly this reso­ 
lution followed the precedents in sim­ 
ilar cases. 
It was, he said, copied 
almost literally from the resolution 
adopted upon the occasion 
of 
the 
death of the president of the French 
republic, and followed the expression 
adopted upon the death of the czar 
of Russia. 
The resolution was unan­ 
imously adopted and the house stood 
adjourned until noon today. 


Senate A lso A dopted R esolutions. 
In the senate, after the executive 
session, Mr. Allison offered the fol­ 
lowing resolution in open session: 
“That the death of her royal and 
imperial majesty, Victoria, of noble 
virtues and great renown, is sincerely 
deplored by the senate of the United 
States of America.” 
The resolution was adopted unani­ 
mously. 
Later ou Mr. Allison then offered 
the following resolution with refer 
ence to that passed earlier in the day 
upon the death of Queen Victoria: 
“That the president pro tem. of the 
senate cause to be conveyed to the 
prime minister of Great Britain a 
suitably engrossed copy of the fore­ 
going resolution.” 
It was agreed to. 
Whether there will be commemora­ 
tive exercises similar to those held in 
Washington after the death of the 
Empress of Austria and the King of 
Italy, will depend upon the instruc­ 
tions issued from London. 
In any 
event. Lord Pauncefote 
and 
those 
about him are withdrawn for some 
time from participation in the social 
and official affairs at the capital. 
The German embassy shares in the 
universal sorrow, 
aud 
there is an 
added sentiment of bereavement in 
the fact that Emperor William is the 
grandson of the dead queen. 
The 
German ambassador, Dr. von Holle- 
ben, gave expression to Ids deep grief 
and paid a tribute of respect and ad­ 
miration for tile noble life and the 
illustrious reigu 
of 
the 
departed 
queen. 


Personal Affliction to Lord Pauncefote. 
Lord Pauncefote had expected that 
the end could not be long deferred, 
and had been prepared for the sad 
intelligence that the queen was no 
more, but it came to him almost as 
a personal affliction, for it was only 
a few months ago that he was the 
guest of the queen at Osborne, at the 
time of his elevation to the peerage. 
Secretary Hay, upon being assured 
through the physician’s certificate, as 
furnished 
him 
by 
the 
Associated 
Press of the demise of Queen Vic­ 
toria, promptly cabled the following 
message to Ambassador Choate 
at 
London: 
“Department of State, 
“Jan. 22, 1901. 
“Choate, Ambassador, London. 
“You will express to Lord Lans­ 
downe the profound sorrow of tile 
government and people of the United 
States at the death of the queen and 
the deep sympathy we feel with the 
people of the British empire in their 
great affliction. 
(Signed) 
“John Hay.” 
While the cabinet was in session 
the president ami his advisers were in 
receipt from time to time of all the 
news 
which 
came 
from 
Osborne 
house, so when the end came later 
messages of condolence were p^nt and 
orders given looking to the half mast­ 
ing of the flags over the executive 
departments and the carrying out of 
formalities. 
The half masting of the 
national ensign was an unusual trib­ 
ute to the memory of the deceased 
sovereign.

bassadors, ministers and their suites 
took early occasion, after receiving 
word of the queen’s death, to call at 
the British embassy and leave their 
cards. 
Lord Pauncefote saw only a 
few of his most intim ate associates, 
and received from them personal ex­ 
pressions of condolence. 
Secretary of State Hay, on being 
Informed of the queen’s death, de­

Attorney General Griggs said:

Of course, under the 
American flag there could be no union 
Of church or state, as had been the 
Case with the Spaniards. 
Up to that 
tim e a single Protestant congregation 
•listed in Havana. 
This was the Bap­ 
tist church, of which Dr. Diaz is the 
pastor, and which had managed to se­ 
cure the concession of a cemetery for 
the burial of those outside the Catho­ 
lic faith. 
Now there are several Eng­ 
lish 
speaking 
Protestant 
congrega­ 
tions, and chapels or 
missions 
are 
maintained by the Episcopalians, 
the 
Congregationalists, the Methodists, the 
Baptists, the Presbyterians and 
the 
Disciples. 
The Quakers also are es­ 
tablished in a modest way. 
All these Protestant churches do not 
content themselves 
simply with the 
holding of religious services on Sun­ 
day. They do a great deal of practical 
missionary work, and most 
of them 
hold services in Spanish as well as in 
English. 
They are not limited to Ha­ 
vana, because the other day in Ma­ 
tanzas I was told that the Methodist 
Episcopal church there owned its own 
house of worship, one of the first In­ 
stances of that kind in the island. 
Some political changes are going 
on, of which it is not necessary to treat 
now, except to express the belief that, 
while Cuba will have its own constitu­ 
tion and its own independent govern­ 
ment, the moral support and the pro­ 
tection of the United States will never 
be entirely withdrawn from the new 
commonwealth, which may he known 
as the Republic of Cuba. The process 
of establishing 
this 
new 
common 
wealth will be gradual, and its various 
Steps can be followed as 
they 
are 
taken. 
There is no probability of 
sudden and complete 
withdrawal of 
the American authority, and whatever 
may be the uncertainties of the future 
government, the protection of the Un! 
ted States always will be assured to 
Its citizens in Cuba. 
I write of this, because some letters 
which have reached me renew inquir 
lea about the prospect for Americans 
securing homes in Cuba, the nature of 
the 
land titles and other 
matters. 
Some of these questions have been 
answered in the past, but the answers 
may be repeated in the light of the 
experience of those Americans who 
have 
established them selves in the 
Island during the last 
three 
years 
Scattered throughout the 
provinces 
there are a surprising number of those 
who have bought 
land and settled 
down as farmers. 
Some 
of 
these 
carne with the soldiers, or as civil em­ 
ployes of the 
American officials, and 
had the best chance to pick out places 
for settling. Others got together some 
means, came 
down to look over the 
ground, and when they 
saw 
what 
suited them, they bought land. 
Some 
who were drawn into ill-advised pro­ 
jects of colonies and who suffered loss 
in consequence, yet had pluck enough 
to stay and make a home for them ­ 
selves. 
I want to emphasize the point about 
all, that those who are succeeding are 
the ones who have gone out Into the 
country, and have not tried to make 
their fortunes in Havana, Santiago or 
the other cities. They have recognized 


anges, they are 
doing

well,

and m arket a crop. 
Americans also 
are doing well in pine apples; and in 
traveling around I have noticed some 
progress in dairy farming, and even 
an effort to raise hay and bale it for 
the market, after the American way.

One night this week there wasn't a 
cent in the United States sub-treasury 
in Wall street—not a penny. 
There 
were millions in gold coins and mill­ 
ions in greenbacks, but the pennies 
were all out—this in face of the fact 
that the 
local sub-treasury handles 
some 45,000,000 pennies every 
year. 
The demand for the small coins is so 
great that 14 big presses are working 
over time at the mint at Philadelphia 
in a hopeless attem pt 
to 
supply it. 
These presses turn out some 800,000 
pennies daily, but that is not enough. 
Cashier M. L. Muhleman, of the sub­ 
treasury, says that the 
demand for 
the coins is so great that he averages 
the 
applications and pays to each 
in proportion to the size of his demand. 
One departm ent store asked the other 
day for a cool million of pennies—$10,- 
000. The store wanted enough to last 
three months. Others were more con­ 
servative and wanted only 5.000. Thes»* 
orders were the extreme. 
Perhaps the most rem arkable feat­ 
ure of the rage for cent pieces is the 
fact that there are more 
pennies in 
circulation than of any 
other 
coin. 
Last year the sub-treasury sorted out 
110,813 counterfeit pennies from 
a 
total of 41,112,900 old ones handled. 
Of course the new ones are paid out 
without examination. 
The 
old ones 
were brought in by 
concerns 
that 
wanted them redeemed for money of 
larger denomination. 
The big stores 
that need pennies in their business do 
not call on the sub-treasury to redeem, 
but only to replenish 
their 
supply. 
Thus the number secured at the sub­ 
treasury is no measure of the 
total 
they turn over every day In business. 
It is the ”99 cents, reduced from $1,” 
that does it. 
During November the sub-treasury 
redeemed 2,874,000 and found 10,365

EDWARD VII, 
ENGLAND’S 
NEW KING. 


The Kind of Man Who Conies to the Throne 
of Great Britain After Many Years of 
Waiting — His Gracious 
and 
Noble 
Queen, Alexandra — Some Facts About 
the New Heir Apparent. 


Sd wa rd VII. the new king of Eng­ 
land nod emperor of India, is in bis six­ 
tieth year. He la well preserved, of av­ 
erage height, of portly build, florid as 
ho complexion and of an even, placid 
temperament. 
In Mio shadow of the throne be bas 
lived an almost uneventful life. While 
waiting for the scepter and royal robes 
fee bas had little chance to show what 
kingly mettle was In him. 
The world knows him only as a jolly 
prtno1 who has done nothing very good 
■or any great evil. 
Perhaps the most 
aotahle feature of his life thus far has 
keen his fondness for sports. 
Ile has 
r&i'Sl horses, sailed yachts, shot birds, 
played cards and gambled more or less, 
with more or less discretion. 
He might have come to the throne as 
Albert I, starting a new line of kings. 


prince himself desired to be called Ed 
ward. 
The queen’s ministers and the 
queen’s subjects desired It, so at last 
the mother, so fond of ber own way in 
everything, saw that It were better to 
yield. 
But she Is reported to have shed 
tears over it, 
It was od the morning of the 9tb of 
November,. 1H4I, that an anxious group 
of personages waited In the great 
rooms of Buckingham palace. 
They 
were dignitaries of church and state 
who had been summoned In accordance 
with royal etiquette to lie present at 
the arrival of a possible heir to the 
tbroue of England. They gathered to­ 
gether In the anteroom close by the 
queen’s bed chamber. 
Among them 
were archbishops and bishops, arrayed 
in silk shovel hats and gorgeous aprons; 
members of the cabinet, beaded by the 
prime minister; nurses and doctors by 


the balcony to a huge crowd of persons, 
who went wild with delight. 
The boyhood of the prince was un­ 
eventful. 
His early education was 
conducted at home under the tutelage 
rf the Rev. H. M. Birch, rector of 
Prestwlch; Mr. Gibbs, barrister at law; 
the Rev. C. F. Tarver and Mr. II W 
Fisher. He then studied for a session 
at Edinburgh and later entered Christ 
church, Oxford. Here lie attended pub­ 
lic lectures for a year and afterward 
resided for three or four terms at Trin 
Ity college. Cambridge, for the same 
purpose. 
His earliest appearance in a leading 
part on any public occasion was in I Hot). 
at the laying of the foundation stone 
of the I JI rn be th School of Art at \ aux 
hall. 
After the death of his father in 
Decemlier. 1801, he naturally b e c a m e 
! the most desirable functionary at ail 
ceremonies in which beneficent or char­ 
itable undertakings were to be recog 
nlzed by royal approval. 
This work 
has ever siuce occupied a large share 
of his time and has always been per 
formed with dignity, tact and patience. 
Indeed no prince of any country has 
ever personally exerted himself more 


I faithfully to render services of this sort 
to the community. 
The multiplicity 
ana variety of his engagements on be­ 
half of local and special enterprises 
make a surprising list and necessarily 
involved a sacrifice of ease and leisure 
1 which few men of high rank would 
care to make. 
Among the members of the royal 
family the i rlnce of Wales has been 
called Bertie from his childhood. 
His 
father called him by that name; his 
mother entered It In her daily diary 
long after lie had grown to manhood 
and become the father of a large fam­ 
ily; his wife calls him Bertie today. 
But wee be to any outsider, however 
intimate, whb dares address the prince 
by that name! 
An adoring British aristocracy has 
applied all sorts of names to the popu­ 
lar heir apparent, which have been 
taken up by many Americans who 
have met him and a great many more 
who have not. 
Some of these pet 
names have uot been altogether dig 
nilled, 
or even 
respectful—such 
as 
•*tum-tum.” But tile prince has put up 
with them all good naturedly. 
But 
Bertie was for the family alone. 
The 
Princess of Wales’ wedding ring Is set 
with a beryl, an emerald, a ruby, a 
turquoise, an laclnth and a second 
emerald. 
The initials of these six 
jjpms spell "Bertie." 
It was the prio­ 
ress’ Idea 
In the summer of 1860 the prince paid 
a visit to Canada and the United 
States. 
Everywhere he was received 
with boundless enthusiasm. 
He danc- 
Ki at a bail given in his honor at Wash­ 
ington, where he was cordially wel­ 
comed by President Buchanan. 
Th*- United States Indeed was pre­ 
pared to receive him with open arms. 
At Ila Hilton, the last place in Canada 
where be made a halt, he had spoken 
louie kiadl) words, which awoke gen­ 
t i l appt oval here. 
"My tiutie.*.,’* he said. "as represent*- 
live of the queeu cease this day, but 
In a private capacity I am about to 
visit before my return borne that re- 


eldest daughter of the king of Den 
I mark. 
She was three years younger 
than the prince and. though eompara- 
i tively poor, was beautiful and accom­ 
plished. The marriage was celebrated 
in St. George’s chapel, Windsor castle, 
on March IO, 1863. 
All England rejoiced over the event. 
Tennyson, who had just been made po­ 
et laureate, wrote one of his fine poems. 
"A Welcome to Alexandra.” ou this oc 
casion. 
The princess soon made her 
self very popular with all classes of 
the British public, uot only by her out 
ward grace of manner, but also by her 
virtues and amiability. 
The prince 
himself has always shared in this pop 
ularity, although the sterner puritan 
Ism of his potential subjects has often 
been shocked by stories of his dissipa 
tion. 
As a social factor In England the 
prince has always been supreme. VV aid 
McAllister called him “the great social 
dictator.” 
It w*as largely through his 
influence that many Americans—a na 
tlon whom he has always liked—have 
received their entree into the inner 
circles of the British aristocracy. Nev­ 
ertheless the social and fashionable 
aide of his life has been more of a duty 
than a pleasure to him. He has always 
been most content when s u r r o u n d e d by 
a circle of his old friends at his palace, 
in Sandringham, a small village In the 
county of Norfolk. There he has lived 
the life of an English country gently 
man. 
The affection and esteem in which 
the prince has been held were never 
better exemplifled than in December. 
1871. wThen he was attacked by typhoid 
fever and for some weeks hung be­ 
tween life and death. 
The anxiety of 
the public was intense, and the news of 
his recovery w*as greeted with great 
joy. 
On his first appearance in public 
to take part in the memorable “thanks­ 
giving service” in St. Paul’s cathedral 
on Feb. 27, 1872. the streets along the 
line of his route were crowded with a 
cheering multitude. 
Siuce then the prince has been put­ 
ting in several years of quiet work, tak 
inar a great deal of the responsibility that 


deepest privacy. It was many months 
before he could take up bls public du­ 
ties. 
Of late years Marlborough House has 
become the center of the prince’s social 
and official life. His study, where none 
but his intimates is admitted, looks 
like the room of a hardworking man 
of b u s i n e s s 
Ile work 
at an old fa-h 
loned pedestal desk tattle 
The desk 
shuts with a spring and can be opened 
only with a golden key. which the 
prince carries on his watch chain. 
Ev 
ery hour of his day is mapped out for 
him. 
First comes his private corre 
spondence. which is very large. 
From 
IO till ll each morning is spent in talk 
Ing over and dictating replug to letters 
that have been sorted over by his sec 
retary. 
The remainder of his day Is 
governed by his appointment b**)k 
The social feature of it is very large. 
When the prince does have an idle 
hour, he enjoys a new novel that he 
has picked from the bookstall himself 
No political party has ever been able 
to rightly claim the Prince of Wales 
as an adherent, or even as an active 
sympathizer. 
He has always managed 
to keep conspicuously clear of party or 
sectional interests and still remain an 
aggressive Englishman. 
In 1868 the late king of Sweden ini­ 
tiated Albert Edward into the myste­ 
ries of Freemasonry. 
His father had 
refused to associate himself with the 
craft, but the prince had views of his 
own. 
In 1875 he was elected grand 
master of England 
At one Freemason 
dinner, when the prince presided, the 
list of subscriptions reached the enor­ 
mous sum of $250,000. the largest 
amount ever raised at a festival dinner 
in the history of the world. 
Amerieans know the new king as a 
game sportsman. 
He began that ca­ 
reer early. When he was only 15 years 
old. accompanying his fatlicr on deer 
stalking expeditions, ho was the best 
shot in his family. 
In manhood the 
royal colors—purple, gold band, scarlet 
sleeves and black velvet cap with gold 
fringe -have been a familiar sight od all 
British race courses of the first class. 
His name lias often stood high in the

able age. 
Speculation was rife as to 
who would be the lady of his choice. 
The question was settled in the early 
part of 1863, when bla engagement was 
announced to Princess Alexandra, the

He visited India and Ireland, 
engaged in solidifying the empire. 
He 
started intercolonial and international 
exhibitions.

celebration of his mother’s jubilee In 
1887. He worked like a slave. 
It is impossible not to mention two 
notable things of recent years—the bac­ 
carat scandal and the death of the 
prince s eldest son and bis heir, the 
Duke of Clarence. 
The card scandal 
came up in the winter of 1890 while 
the prince was visiting Mrs. Arthur 
Wilson at Tran by Croft. 
Sir William 
Gordon-Cummlug. a cavalry officer of 
good family, was charged with cheat­ 
ing 
It was said that he increased his 
stake after seeing that the cards were 
In his favor 
It was a famous trial; 
the prince was a witness, and Sir Wil­ 
liam Gordon-Cummlng lost. 
He mar­ 
ried the daughter of an American mil­ 
lionaire, Miss Garner of New York. and 
retired into private life. 
Two years later the Duke of Clar­ 
ence fell a victim to the grip. 
It was 
a great blow to both the prince and 
princess, a bereavement from which 
they have never fully recovered. After 
the funeral the prince retired to the 


list of winning owners. 
He is general­ 
ly agreed to be a capital Judge of a 
horse. 
His greatest triumph was the 
winning of the Derby by Persimmon in 
1896. 
During the past few years King Ed­ 
ward VII has seldom been seen follow­ 
ing the hounds, but In the game season 
he is foremost In big shooting parties. 
As a yachtsman he has been particular­ 
ly fortunate. He Is the owner of many 
splendid prizes. 
While no one can confidently say 
what political changes the advent of 
the new king will make- aud It Is pea 
slide that his rule may materially af­ 
fect the course of British politics—It Is 
known that he has always had liberal 
leanings. 
He detested 
Beacousfleld; 
he felt a warm admiration for Glad­ 
stone. Ills most intimate friend among 
the leading politicians of England Is 
Rosebery. 
It Is already predicted that 
the new king will work for Rosebery 
for the premiership. 
As for the new queen of England she 
Is a daughter of the north who at B6 
is still beautiful. 
She Is a splendid 
type of woman and was Princess Alex 
andia of Denmark prior to her mar­ 
riage to the Prince of Wales 38 years 
ago. 
A very pretty and romantic story is 
told of bow the Princess of Denmark 
became the wife of Prince Albert Ed­ 
ward of Wales. The prince chanced to 
be whiling away part of a long aum 
mer afternoon, with two or three con- 


genial friends when one of them, a 
colonel, produced from his pocket a 
photograph. 
The 
prince 
immediately 
became 
itruck by the beauty and simplicity of 
the young person In the picture and 
goon became possessor of it. 
Within a 
very short time ho had dispatched a 
confidential emissary to Denmark to 
carry his suit to the princess. 
The 
emissary was struck by the simplicity 
of the royal personages, but particular­ 
ly by the grandeur and beauty of the 
young princess. 
Because of her simple 
home training the princess was best 
fitted for the pomp aud honor of her 
station. 
She is a brilliant woman, 
strictly conservative, of commanding 
presence and stature. 
Her character is at once strong and 
sweet, and she shows a kindly consid­ 
eration for all who approach her. 
As a mother she Is ideal. 
Her chil­ 
dren were reared and educated as be­ 
fits their station, and their discipline is 
a matter of comment in England. She 
is a thoroughly practical woman, fond 
of the best literature and an accom­ 
plished musician. 


Lady Randolph Churchill were insep 
arable one never shopped without the 
other blit at a later date she bo!; 
Lady Craven instead and insisted that 
she become one of her ladies of honor 
It Is not in temperament alone that 
the new queen differs from her pretie 
cessor, but in every other detail. 
For years Alexandra has been noted 
for her taste In dress an accusation 
never made of Queen Victoria. 
In admirable characteristics Alexan 
dra is not wanting. She is the only one 
of Queen Victoria’s royal daughters­ 
inlaw who has been able to got along 
with her. 
Even her daughters have 
found little sympathy in the cool rigid 
ness o f the throne. 
But Alexandra Im* 
fan by determining to like her motlier 
la-law. aud she has kept it up. 
Queen Victoria declared timt she liked 
the Princess of Wales better than any 
one of her own family except Beatrice 
and that she would sooner see lier on 
the throne than any other one that she 
could mention. 
The new Prince of Wales, like the 
new king, is a man who has sown his 
wild oats with a princely and lavish

ship stationed at Dartmouth. Here the 
young prince entered upon his training 
for tile profession to which his after 
life was to tie devoted and showed a 
great deal of taste for naval stud'es, 
applying himself In praiseworthy man- [ 
tier to the intricacies of navigation alp I 
to tin* mysteries of knotting and splic­ 
ing and tile other details of a seaman's 
education. 
His elder brother, Albert 
Victor, the duke of Clarence, died in 
1892, and C corge took his place in tile 
succession. 
York’s training lias been 
altogether naval. 
In 1883 lie became 
a midshipman on board tin* Canada, 
with the North American squadron. 
Iii 1885, after passing the examinations 
with great credit, he was promoted to 
a lieutenancy. 
Ills first command was 
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An intimate friend of the Princess of 
Wales—for only an intimate friend eau 
be pardoned in so describing h e r—says 
that she is “sweet, noble, pretty, snap 
py. arrogant ami disagreeable.” 
Her 
temper Is quick, disagreeable aud un­ 
certain.” 
Yet, withal, this friend adds 
that she is “Just the most lovable wo­ 
man In tim world.” 
Queen 
Victoria 
during 
her 
long 
reign has shown herself to be more 
a man than a woman. 
Her conduct In 
time of trouble has been calm and se­ 
rene, and in time of peace she has dis­ 
played the stolidity so admired by Eng­ 
lishmen. 
Queen Alexandra, on the other hand, 
la always a 
woman. 
Excitable at 
times, fervent, pathetic, variable—and 
womanly always. 
The strongest feature displayed by 
the new queen of England is her clique. 
No one ever knew Victoria to have an 
Intimate friend. 
Even Mine. Alban! 
was kept at length, but Queen Alexan­ 
dra has her friends and falls out with 
them in a woman’s way, 
^ A t one time she loved Lady Brooke, 
out her love cooled; at another abe aud 


I hand. 
Ilk has. however, settled down 
aud become a man of family and dig­ 
nity. 
George Frederick Ernest Albert, the 
second and eldest surviving son of 
the new* King Edward VII, has long 
been known as the Duke of York. 
He 
bas also been called “the sailor prince” 
from the fact that he has bad a naval 
pa reer. 
He was born June 3, 
1805. 
The 
young prince, like his brother and sis­ 
ters, was brought up with the most 
studied simplicity both In London and 
at Sandringham and much more lite 
the child of a plain country gentleman 
than the son of a royal prince as such 
bringing up is understood In other 
countries. 
The Rev. J. N. Dalton was 
selected by the Prince of Wales as his 
son’s tutor, aud under his superintend­ 
ence the first few years of the young 
prince’s life were passed in quiet study 
and in a happy home life of which be 
w as the leading spirit. 
In 1877 Prince Georg® and the late 
Duke of Clarence and Avondale be­ 
came naval cadets and entered on 
board H. M. S. Britannia, tbs training

that of the gunboat Thrush on the 
West indian station, and while occupy­ 
ing that post he opened the Jam aica 
Industrial exposition in 1890. 
Just one year later the young man 
was raised to the rank of commander, 
but his actual service w’as brought to 
a close by the death of his brother and 
his own suddenly acquired importance 
as heir presumptive.
